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GIVES PROFESSORS $5,000,000 


Andrew Carnegie Admits State 
Educators to Pension Fund. 


LEGISLATURES MUST AGREE. 


Makes Total ot $15,000,000 Available 
to Retiring Instructors. 


New York, April 3.—Andrew Carnegie will 
add $5,000,000 to the fund of the Carnegie 
foundation, or whatever sum may be neces- 
sary, to include a pension beneficianies 
eligible professors of state universities. 

No provision was made for this class of 
educators in the original gift for the reason 
stated by Mr: Carnegie at the time that the 
donor thought it possible that such institu- 
tions might prefer that their relations should 
continue exclusively with the state from 
which their chief support was derived. 


State Must Give Approval. 

The situation was placed before Mr. Car- 
negie by Dr. Henry 8. Pritchett, president 
of the Carnegie Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Teaching, on March 81. Mr. 
Carnegie replied that the money would be 
forthcoming for any state institution whose 
application received the approval of the legis- 
lature and governor of its state. The addi- 
tional donation will be in 5 per cent bonds 
providing an added annual income of $250,000 
and a total for yearly disbursement of 
$750,000. 

The Carnegie Foundation was established 
on April 27, 1906, with a gift of a trust fund 
of $10,000,000 in 5 per cent first mortgage 
bonds of the United States Steel corporation. 
This fund was placed in the care of trustees, 
who molude the presidents of the better 
known colleges and universities of the coun- 
try. The revenue of the fund provides pen- 


}sione for teachers of universities, colleges, 


and technical schools in the United States, 
Canada, and Newfoundland, who are retired 
after twenty-five years’ service or having 
reached the age of 65 years, have taught 
fifteen years preceding. From the benefits of 
the trust were excluded inetitutions support- 
ed by state or colonial government and 
schools under sectarian control 


Letter from Mr. Carnegie. 

Dr. Pritchett tonight made public Mr. Car- 
negie’s letter promising the further gift and a 
statement regarding the action of the Na- 
tional Asscciation of State Universities, Un- 
der date of March 31, Mr. Carnegie wrote to 
Dr. Pritchett: 


the desire of the professors of state universities 
to be embraced in the pension fund, as shown by a 
resolution unanimously adopted by the national 
association. : 

In my letter of April 16, 1906, handing over the 
fund to my trustees, the following occurs: 

“We have, however, to recognise that state 
and colonial governments which have established 
or mainly supported universities, colleges, or 
echoole may prefer that their relations shall re- 
main exclusively with the state. I cankot, there- 
fore, presume to include them.” N

tion in the fund, and the legislature and governor 
of the state approve such application, it will give 
me great pleasure to increase the fund to the ex- 
tent necessary to admit them. I understand from 
you that t all the state universities should appiy 
and be admitted five millions more of 5 per cent 
bonds would be required, making the fund $15, 000, - 
000 tn all. 

From the numerous letters I have received froin 
pensioners and their wives, and the warm approval 
of the press and the public, I am satisfied that 
this fund is, and must be for all time, productive 
of lasting good not only to the recipients but to 
the cause of higher education. 

Most grateful am I to be privileged as trustes 
of this wealth to devote it to such use.

Request by State Universities. 

The nature of the request made by state 
universities is set forth as follows: 

The National Association of State Universities, 
which embraces all state univeraities in the United 
States, at ite meeting in the autumn of 1906 unani- 
mously adopted a resolution praying that state uni- 
versities be admitted to the retiring allowance 
system of the Carnegie foundation. This resoiu- 
tion, dated Sept. 10. 1006, was presented by a 
committee to the annual meeting of the trustees 
in November, 1907. 

The claims upon which admiesion was asked by 
state inetitutione were the following: 

State universities are unseetartan and not 
under control of denominations and therefore are 
in the clase of inatitutions which the founder of 
the retiring allowance system desired to afd. 

* Professors in state universities perform n- 
tially the same service as those in privately en- 
dowed universities and colleges and it is equally 
to the advantage of education that they have the 
benefit of a retiring allowance system. 

In the absence of retiring allowances for pro- 
fessores in state universities, one important seo- 
tion in American higher education would be placed 
at a serious disadvantage in securing good men. 

„ Notwithstanding the generous support which 
some states give to thelr state universities it is 
unlikely that any state will make «4 retiring fund 
for professors in a state university, as such action 
might raise the whole question of pensions for 
state officers.” 


Foundation Officers Reply. 

To thie communication the officers of the foun- 
dation made reply that, entirely apart from the 
merits of the demand of the state universities, the 
fund in the hands of the trustees of the Carnegie 
foundation was not sufficient to include in its 
benefits the professore in state universities. 

At meetings held on Nov. 16, 1007, and Jan. 8, 
1908, the National Association of State Universi- 
ties adopted adiiitional resolutions addressed to 
the trustees of the Carnegie foundation urgiag 
that, as no arrangement could be made for perma- 
nent inclusion of state universities in the retir- 
ing allowance system, some temporary arrange- 
ment, to be terminated at a fixed date, be entered 
into. 

To this resolution no answer hae as yet been 
made on the part of the Carnegie foundation. 

Efforts probably will be made in the ses- 
gions of the next state legislatures to have 
4 bill passed which will permit educators to 
comply with Mr. Carnegie’s terms and place 
them in a position to participate in the 
foundation fund.

Your name is 
taken from the man who in many respects 
was the ablest and most brilliant American 
who: had to do with the formation of our 
government. No one can study the history 
of the adoptiom of the constitution without 
realizing that to Alexander Hamilton more 
than to any other one man is due the qual- 
ities of that instrument which grew upon the 
world as it. was tested in the new history of 
the government that arose from decade to 
decade in the life of our people. 

„Phe construction which Alexander Ham- 
fiton and Chief Justice John Marshall put 
upon. the constitution have made it enduring 
forever. 

„Now you are here to celebrate the event 
which determined forever that the construc- 
tion of Hamilton and of Marshal? upon that 
instrument was the one which should pre- 
vail in the génerations to come.

A. T. & T. Co, Said to Seek Closer Re- 
lationship with Chicago. 


Reading between the lines, men In financial 
circles saw yesterday in the announcement 
of the election of B. E. Sunny ae vice presi- 
dent of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company an aim for closer supervision 
of the affairs of the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany than has been possible in the past with 
no general representative of the greater cor- 
poration in the west. rh ok 

While the appointment, on the face at least, 
meant no increase in the scope of the A. T. 
& T.,“ as the name of the big company is 
abbreviated colloquially, it meant an effort 
toward more perfect organization of the 
subsidiary concerns in its control. 

It threw no new light upon the relation of 
the local company to the parent corpora- 
tion, for it was known when the recently 
granted franchise was pending’ in tie city 
council that all changes and recommenda- 
tions were gent to Boston for approval. 


Seeks Successor for Sherman. 


It was for the avoidance of such delays 
and difficulties as this, it was declared by 
men who had studied the situation, that the 
American began ite bunt in the west for a 
man to take the place of Gen. Thomas Sher- 
man, who bad announced his intention of 


resigning. 

The trust,“ as it frequently Is called, has 
two important branches in Chicago—the 
telephone company on the operating side 
of the business and the Western Electrie 
company om the manufacturing de. With 
its principal offices in Bostén and New York 
and these two important subeldiaries in 
Chicago, as well as dozene of smaller allied 
concerns even still farther west, the netes- 
sity of having an executive officer on the 
scene of such general operations was im- 
pressed upon the officials of the company 
several years ago. 

The authorised capital stock of the Amer- 
foan is. $250,000,000, of which there is out- 
standing $158,661,800. Prior to 1900 it 
owned only the long distance lines of the 
Bell system, but in that year it acquired the 
real estate and other property of the Bell 
organization and became master of the tele- 


phone field. 
Sunny to Resign on May 1. 


The man chosen as general western repre 
sentative of these vast interests was one of 
thorough experience in all branches of the 
business. At present Mr. ®unny is general 
manager of the General Electric company. 
He expects to resign from that position about 
May 1, when he will enter his new office with 
the larger concern. He will maintain his 
residence in Chicago and will go east only 
for executive and directorate sessions. 

He is one of the men who “ began at the 
bottom.” He was born in Brooklyn in 1856 
and after an education in the public schools 
there became a telegraph operator for the 
Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph company. 

He came to Chicago for that company in 
1875 and soon was made night manager of the 
local office. The advancement to manager 
was speedy.

He had more than $400 in his 
possession when he went to the place and 
met the woman, who he frequently visited, 
Soon after midnight he became il] and died. 

The money he had was missing when rela- 
tives claimed his body. At an inquest held 
a few days later the death was said to have 
been caused by apoplexy. Soon after the in- 
quest the woman is said to have revealed 
the story of poisoning by strychnine and rob- 
bery to the man, now a convict. 

Recently Capt. O’Brien befriended the con- 
vict, who was sent to prison in connection 
with two large diamond robberies. Sunday 
the convict sent word for Capt. O’Brien to 
go to the prison. He sent Detectives Bid- 
Unger and Walter O’Brien. They talked 
with the convict, who said that the woman 
told him she had put etrychnine in Porter’s 
drinks and that after he died she robbed him 
of $876. 

Victim Was in Realty Business. 

Mr. Porter, who was in the real estate 
business with his brother at 175 Dearborn 
street, lived at 118 Cass street. He was un- 
married. 

The convict who revealed to me the facts 
concerning the alleged murder and robbery 
is telling the truth,” said Capt. O’Brien. “I 
am investigating the death and if I find the 
evidence which I have is sufficient to convict 
I will go before the grand jury and have in- 
dictments returned.”

Nor, with a considerable knowledge of the | 


old seigneurial families of Canada and of 
their relation to the European aristécracy, 
can I quite place the viscount de Fronsac. 

There is a dukedom of Fronsac of ancient 
origin, first created by King Henry IV. of 
France for the benefit of the count de St. 
Paul of the house of Orleans-Longueville, 
from whence it passed to the ducal family of 
Richelieu, in which it still is vested. 

The present duke of Richelieu, son of an 
American mother, is likewise duc de Fronsac, 
and when he merries and has children his 
eldest son will, in accordance with the old 
practice of the family, be known as duc de 
Fronsac until he succeeds to the family 
honors. 

Nor can I find any reference to the viscount 
de Fronsac either in the standard annuals 
and Msts of the Frenth nobility, ner Lot 
among the list of those British subjects in 
the united Kingdom and in the colonial de- 
pendencies of Great Britain, who have re- 
célved the authority of the English crown to 
bear and use foreign titles, either conferred 
or inherited. 

— 


Under the circumstances, it is evident that 
the title of * viscount de Fronsac"’ is Uke 
that of “herald marshal of the College of: 
Armé of Canada,“ self-assumed, and borne 
without official warrant or sanction. 

I can only recommend, therefore, the re- 
cipients of communications from the “ herald 
marshal of the College of Arms of Canada 
to consign them to the waste paper basket 
and to avoid responding thereto, under the 
penalty of otherwise rendering themselves 
ridiculous. 

There are hundreds, nay thousands, of fine 
old families in America, north, — 1 *. 
south. Some of the most illustrious houses 
of the Buropean aristocracy, houses of many 
alliances with royalty, have had for hun- 
dreds uf years their representatives in the 
United States. 

,But the bearers of names renowned on 
both sides of the Atlantic do not need a badge 
or any other metal insignia conferred by a 
private citizen, such as the soi-disant 


| “ viscount de Fronsac,”’ to denote the nature 


of their lineage or to call attention to the 
glorious traditions of their race. 

Their name, if rightly borne, is sufficient. 
A badge in their case, such as that devised 
by the herald marshal of the College of 
Arms of Canada,” would be like painting a 
lily with whitewash. 


„ 


The viscount de Fronsae makes no secret of 
the fact that his precious enterprise is 
frowned upon by the government of Canada, 
and above all by the governor general, and 
he refers to them as “ politicians and office- 
holders,” and complains that he and his 
friends have been excluded from every offi- 
olal ceremony and celebration of historic 
anniversaries of Canada. 

There never has been an official college of 
arms in Canada, such as those existing in 
the united kingdom. True, there waa in the 
days of Louis XIV. a registration depart- 
ment of the intendant’s office at Quebec, 
where fiefs, seigneuries, arms, pedigrees, and 
rank were registered. 

This registration department was con- 
tinued under Gen. Murray and Lord Dor- 
chester, but was abolished early in the last 
century by the Canadian government and by 
the governor general for excellent reasons. 

It is this registration department that the 
viscount de Fronsac claims to have revived 
of his own accord—of course without any au- 
thority—and to have converted into a college 
of arms. 

a. 

Let me add in conclusion that the nobles of 
new France, as Canada was known in olden 
times, were @ restricted body. There seem 
to have been only two marquisates—namédly: 
that of De Sable, granted in 1686, in connec- 
tion with certain lands at Three Rivers, and 
the marquisate de Miscou, bestowed upon a 
Michel de St. Martin, together with the island 
of Miscou in the gulf of St. Lawrence. 

But there is no evidence that either of these 
two marquesses ever visited Canada, and 
their honors are long since extinct. 

There were two countships, those of Orsain- 
ville and of St. Laurent, the latter compris- 
ing the grant of the island of Orleans, just 
below Quebec. 

Besides these there are five baronies, of 
which that of De Longuell was one. 

None of these marquisates, countships, or 
baronies is still in extetence, save the barony 
de Longuell, created by Louls XIV. in 1700, 
tor Charles Le Moyne, and revived by Queen 
Victoria in 1880 in favor of Cha n Grant, 
great-great-grandson of Marie de Longutil, 
last of her family, and owner of the chateau 
& Longuell and of the Longueil estates in 
Canada. 

This is the only bona fide Canadian heréd- 
itary title still in existence—a fact which the 
soi-disant viscount de Fronsac would do well 
to take to heart and which may likewise be 
commended to the attention of the Spanish 
duke of Veragua, whom the herald marshal 
of the College of Arms of Canada claims to 
have invited to his tercentennial celebration 
and investiture ceremony at Montreal in 
July, as “ holding the highest seigneurial 
rank in all America, his ancestor Colon,

‘Collision of British Cruiser Berwick 
with Torpedo Boat Destroyer De- 


scribed by Members of Crews. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
PORTSMOUTH, April 38.—SurVivors of the 
naval disaster off St. Catherine's point, Isle 
of Wight, tell vivid stories of the tragedy 
which followed the collision of the cruiser 
Berwick and the torpedo boat destoyer Tiger, 
in which thirty-four lives were lost. 

The Berwick and Tiger were part of the 
home fleet, which was engaged in night ma- 
heuvers. The night was extremely dark 
and all the vessdles were under masked 
lights. 

The Berwick was steaming slowly when 
the Tiger attempted to cross the cruiser’s 
dow. 


The Berwick’s sharp bow struck the Tiger 


amidships and cut the ship squarely in two 
as if done by a huge knife. . 

It was impossible for the majority of the 
men below deck to get out in time, and it is 
believed several of them were killed by the 
force of the Impact. 

The forward half of the Tiger sank instan- 
taneously and the sea became dotter with 
struggling men, most of whom sank before 
help reached them. 

The 1 in the immediate vicinity 
@uickly had their boats overboard and the 
scene of the tragedy was brilliantly illumi- 
mated by a concentration of searchlights, 

The after portion of the Tiger floated for a 
minute or two, just long enough to enable 
those on board to seize life belta They threw 
themselves into the water and were able to 
keep afioat until pocked up.

If they do not reach 
28% knots the admiraity will consider them 
of no special service.

PANAMA WANTS AMERICAN AID. 


Central American Republic Thinks U. 8.

PANAMA, April 3.—A meeting called by 
the government to discuss the boundary 
question between Colombia and Panama and 
the occupation of the town of Jurado by 
Colombian troops wag held at the presidential 
palace today. The general opinion expressed 
was that the United States government can- 
not refuge to comply With its obligations as 
specified in the canal treaty to guarantee 
Patama’s integrity, which is now menaced, 
and compel Colombia to evacuate Jurado 
and submit the whole matter to the arbitra- 
tion of a third power.

WASHINGTON, April s- We the United 
States has guaranteed the independence of 
the republic of Panama, it has not guaran- 
teed her independence of all obligations as a 
sovereign nation to her dealings with other 
nations.

FIGHT BATHING BEACH PLANS 


Sheridan Park Residents Fear a 
Vicious Resort Is Contemplated 


UNITE T0 OPPOSE PROJECT.’ 


Will Organize Protective Association 
and Appeal to Mayor. 


A permanent incorporated protective asso- 
Cilation of the property owners of Sheridan 
Park probably will be the result of an agi- 
tation which “has been going’ on for the 
last few weeks to protect that part of the 
city from the possible evils of bathing beaches 
.which are being constructed at the foot of 
‘Wilson avenue. 

A meeting of residents was held in the sta- 
tion ot the St. Paul railroad last night, at 
“which a committee of fifteen was appointed 
to a © for. a large massmeeting to be 
held 1 ‘he near future, to formulate plans 
for:a permanent organization, and to wait 
upon Mayor Busse with a petition to which 
1,500 names already have been signed. 

The promoters of the resort have waited 
upon several of the leaders in the movement, 
shown them their incorporation papers, their 
plans, and have assured them that the prop- 


erty will be used for absolutely nothing 
but bething purposes. 


Word of Promoters Doubted. 


After considerable discussion last night 
it was decided that if the property were lim- 
ited to use as a bathing beach such use could 
not be prevented, and would in any case be 
almost unobjectionable. It was. decided, 
however, that in order fo see that the prom. 
ises made by the promoters are kept and 
to have an organization able to cope quickly 
and efficiently with such contingencies in the 
future à permanent protective association 
should be formed. 

Joseph Reese, who was secretary of the 
meeting, insisted that even a bathing beach 
would be objectionable and would cause 
great trouble in the neighborhood and de- 
preciate property. 

“There is one thing that is bound to come 
into this matter sooner or later,” he said. 
“They claim to have $15,000 invested there, 
and I know absolutely that that amount of 
money can never be made to pay if invested 
in a bathing beach alone. They will have 
te seek revenue from some other source, 
and then will come the trouble. 

We had the same battle té fight here 
many years ago. A little beach was built 
at the foot of Leland avenue. It did not 
pay and it was turned into a‘ blind pig,’ with 
the bathing beach as a side issue. We must 
have a permanent organization to watch 
them and see that they keep within the law.“ 


Warning from Windsor Park. 


George Young, who came from Windsor 
Park to give expert testimony on the effect 
of bathing beaches on property and a neigh- 
borhood, confirmed Mr. Reese's words. 

Alfred H. Woolf said advertisements of 
concessions for sale had appeared in the 
newspapers some time ago, from which it 
was evident that more than a mere bathing 
beach was intended. 

Harvey S. Brackett, who was appointed 
chairman of the temporary committee in 
charge, said from his examination of the 
building he had become convinced chat it 
would not be used for bathing beach pur- 
poses exclusively. 

L. 8. Heafield, the owner of the property 
on which the offending structure stands, 
was present. He said he understood the 
property was to be used for bathing beach 
purposes only. The size of the building was 
to be accounted for by the fact that it is 

nned to have 1,000 private reoms. 


TRLLING WHY GROSS PAILED 


Real Estate Men Say Speculation 
in 1908 Was the Cause. 


IN STRUGGLE EVER SINCE. 


Greater Part of $500,000 Are Notes 
Secured by Mortgage. 


The failure of Samuel Eberly Gross, for 
many years prominent as a boomer of Chi- 
cago real estate, Caused mild gossip in Chi- 
cago real estate circles yesterday. There 
was a disposition to regard the bankruptcy 
proceedings in Michigan as merely the logi- 
cal sequence of Mr. Gross’ speculations of 
1908. Also, there was a disposition to give 
Mr. Gross credit for pride im his reputation 
as a financier and for good intentions 
throughout his troubles. 

In order to give the Michigan courts juris- 
diction, Mr. Gross scheduled his liabilities at 
Detroit and gave his residence as Battle 
Creek. He put his total debts at $585,432 and 
his assets at $63,120 in incumbered real es- 
tate.

St. Louis, Mo., April $.—[Special. }—All the 
national banks of St, Louis today resolved, at 
a meeting held in the clearing house, to mem- 
orialize nt Roosevelt and congress 
against the passage of the Aldrich bill in 
its amended form. 

Another meeting will be held Monday aft- 
ernoon, when the resolutions which are now 
in preparation will be adopted. 

‘The St. Louls institutions will conduct a 
campaign not only at Washington out 
throughout the south and west, to prevent 
the passage of the measure by the house 
of representatives. The bill is condemned by 
all financiers here. 


Think Law Would Be Wannen 

While the bankers were not disposed to 
criticise the bill in its original form. because 
they believed it would at least do no injury to 
finance or commerce, they are unanimous in 
the opinion that the amendments adopted by 
the senate: would have a idedly pernicious 
effect. 

The La Follette amendment prohibiting 
banks from investing in the stocks and other 
securities of companies whose officers or di- 
rectors are officers or directors of the banks 
has evoked pronounced objections. 

This amendment would restrain banks 
from accepting the notes of manufacturing or 
mercantile companies whose officers or di- 
ae might be officers or directors of the 

anks. 


Reserve Amendment Objected To. 


Many of the heads of large industrial and 
commercial houses here are officers or di- 
rectors of banks, and the law would prevent 
them from obtaining loans from these banka, 

Lawyers say the words invest and “ se 
curities used in the amendment could apply 
legally to loans. 

Another amendment objected to is the one 
which would compel the country banks to 
diminish their reserve deposits, with the re 
sult that they would lose neren on this 
money.

WO volumes of similar import lie upon 
my desk. THE RIDDLE OF PER- 
SONALITY,” by H. Addington Bruce 
(Moffat, Tard 4 Co.), and HYP- 
NO TIC „ dy John 

Duncan Quackenbos, A. M., M. D. (Harper 4 
Bros.). 

Mr. Bruce has dedicated his volume, which 
is of but moderate size, to WilHam James and 
Boris Sidis “ as a slight appreciation of their 
efforts toward the clearer understanding of 
human personelity,” and he has been at the 
greatest pains to present a clear, nontech- 
nical account of what has been done along 
the line of scientific exploration of the human 
soul. He gives a brief history of mesmeris™m, 


notism, and relates many instances of dual 
or multiple personality in which hypnotism 
has acted as a restorative agent and saved 
the sufferer from the insane asylum. 

No one can read his book without a grow- 
ing respect for such men as William James, 
Boris Sidis, and J. Jastrow—as well ae many 
others, living and dead, who have had the 
courage, in spite of the contemptuous criti- 
cism launched against them, to make their 
adventures into the dark continemt of the 
subconscious soul, 

Not the least interesting chapter of the 
book ie that in which Mr. Bruce recounts the

“Now, this is a great mistake, Mr. Abra- 
ham retorta, for many climbers are troubled 
with giddiness and extreme nervousness in 
the days of their novitiate, though some of 
them are loath to confess this natural weak~ 
ness, 

“Personally, I used to suffer seriously 
from giddiness, but the trouble gradually. 
disappeared with practice and knowledge, 
until nowadays it is never felt even on the 
most sensational mountain ascents. But 
the old weakness is still there, though dor- 
mant, as Was proved the other day on the 
summit of a high church spire. 

“The steeplejacks were repairing the 
weathercock, and while I was admiring the 
view from the spire one of them: took hold 
of the top of the masonry and swung it with 
its human load backward and forward in the 
breeze.

Mr. Abraham's descriptions of his and 
others’ climbs are thrilling enough to give 
even the reader a queer feeling of giddiness, 
and his conquering of some of the Welsh 
peaks ie even more so than what he did in 
Switzerland, although there is, of course, 
no comparison as to height. His hints as to 
outfit and his general advice should be read 
with gare by any whe think of adopting this 
perilous and, it seems to us, foolhardy form 
of amusement. We cannot recall that ever 
the most daring of these great climbers has 
added appreciably to the world’s knowledge 
Their feats show wonderful daring, strength 
and physical resources, and their recitals 
thrill us, but aside from the photographs they 
have taken of the beautiful heights what 
have they done? 

Mr. Abraham has. not reached America 
evidently, although he knows of Dr. Cook’s 
ascent’ of Mount McKinley and of other 
climbs by Canadians and Americans. He, of 
course, is in error in supposing that Mount 
Forbes, 14,000 feet, is the highest of the 
Rockies. There are many peaks in that 
ramge as high or higher. It is strange 
that he makes no mention of the singular 
feat of the late M. Tartarin of the Tarascon 
Alpine club. 

The pictures in the book are many and 
good.

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BOARD OF TRADE MAY TRY 
S. H. GREELEY FORHIS ATTACK 


Charges of Uncommercial Conduct May 
Be Made Because of Speech Urging 
Federal Grain Inspection. 


Samuel] Hallett Greeley, the board of trade 
commission ‘merehant who so strenuously 
argued for federal inspection of grain before 
the senate committee on agriculture on 
Thursday, may be haled before the authori- 
ties of the exchange on a charge of uncom- 
mercial conduct. Sentiment in board of 
trade circles yesterday was strongly against 
his utterances relative to warehouse grain 
receipts, although traders in genera! were in- 
clined to ridicule his efforts before the Wash- 
ington body. 

Traders referred to Mr. Greeley in terms 
ranging from political aspirant to chronic 
agitator, and, excepting his comparatively 
few supporters, they figured that his utter- 
ances, while unwarranted by existing condi- 
tions, were dangerous to the standing of the 
exchange before the people at large. 

George Marcy, president of the Armour 
Grain company, said he saw little in Mr. 
Greeley’s utterances that bore any resem- 
blance to newness. John J. Stream, repre- 
senting J. C. Shaffer & Co.’s elevator inter- 
ests, figured that, while the argument before 
the senate cOmmittee carried no real weight, 
it was much out of place, particularly that 
phase of it which involved warehouse grain 
receipts. 

Some of the traders say that Mr. Greeley 
appeared before the senate committee pri- 
marily in the interest of William J.. Bryan, 
for whom, it is said, he will stump during the 
campaign. :

AIM BLOW AT “AIR LINE.” 


Threaten to Cancel Franchise for Trol- 
ley Road Because the Conditions Have 
Not Been Fulfilled. 


The hoard of trustees of the town of Gary, 


Ind., tock a whack at the New York-Chicago 


Alr Line railway company yesterday when, 
backed by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion. it threatened to revoke the franchise 
of the Gary and Interurban railway com- 
pany, commonly supposed tq be owned by the 
prcmoters of the larger company. 

The revoking of this franchise by the Gary 
tru@tees, on the ground that the road had 
not been built within the time specified in 
the ordinance, will cause a break in the 
route of the Chicago-New Tork line.” Dis- 
satistied stockholders in the latter company, 
who have held indignation meetings in Chi- 
cago, Indianapolis, and other cities along 
the proposed right of way, u is expected, 
wil use this plan of the Gary trustees as a 
basis for further activity.

Knowl- 
edge that a meeting of the directors had 
been called for in the afternoon gave grounds 
for the belief that at last some official an- 
nouncement regarding the company’s finan- 
cing would be made, and thé expectation
